The. law forth 
tt provides for public "ar« of chil- 
dren who are found to bo exposed 
to undesirable influences and in 
danger of becoming depraved. 


Children removed from their 


homes by government inspectors 
and matrons in compliance with 
this law are placed in government 
institutions, or iu good private 
homes in the country, where they 
receive expert training and can 
crow up in healthful surroundings. 
Social service of a similar sort 
has been carried on ia the cities 
of Sweden, especially Stockholm. 
for many years by municipal and 
state boards, who place the chil- 
dren in desirable homes far 
out 


in the country, and pay an annual 
compensation to these homes. In 
many cases a strong bond of af- 
fection grows up between these 
waifs of the slums and their foster 
parents, which mnlminates in legal 
adoption. 


Under the new law every city 


and parish will have a special board 
for the care cf children, includ- 
ing local pastors and teachers as 
permanent members, while inspec- 
tors will travel all over the coun- 
try for the purpose of observing 
and controlling individual develop- 
ment. Thousands of country homes 
receive the poor children of the 
city as guesft during the summer 
and send them back to their homes 
with cheeks round and- rosy. 


Nation-wide and energetic phil- 


anthropic work is also carried out 
by the Swedish society "Save the 
Children," the campaign culminat- 
ing in an annual Children's Day, 
when large sums are raised in or- 
der to provide summer vacations in 
children's colonies by the seaside, 
and in some cases en islands spe 
ciaily reserved.
